Sub-para (6) under para 7 In the event of the number of films selected in a parti¬ 
cular year falling short of the prescribed maximum 
permissible limit in either category as prescribed in 
para 6(1), the Director, Directorate of Film Festival 
may recommend for consideration to the All India 
Panel (the Panel which made the original selection 
of the films), such films as arc of exceptional merit 
in his/her judgement, even when the same have been 
certified, upio 4 calender months beyond the du 
date. 

Sub-para 6 Under para 9. The Selection Panel shall consider such fdms as have 

been recommended under the provision of para 7(6) 
and may select such number of films in either cate¬ 
gory so as not to exceed the prescribed maximum 
number of films as provided in para 6(1). 
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
